Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Clainn 1 has been found to be allowable over the prior art of record because the 
prior art fails to teach or suggest a CD storage case comprising two holders, two racks 
pivotally mounted between the holders and each rack having at least two brackets 
pivoted with each other, and each rack having a middle portion, a pivot portion defined 
on the middle portion of the rack and multiple recesses formed on the top side of the 
bracket, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim.
